Police commander faces felony charges

Evans called dedicated 
officer, but has detractors

When Chicago police rolled up last summer 
on a Woodlawn block in response to com- 
plaints of loud outdoor part}^ leading the 
charge was Glenn Evans, then the top com- 
mander of that South Side police district. 

It was about 11:30 p.m. on a weeknight, so 
Evans understandably could have been home 
long before. But he took charge of the routine 
call, instructing officers to order the crowd to 
move along or risk arrest, a neighbor recalled. 

Such round-the-clock dedication and will- 
ingness to regularly work the streets has earned 
Evans strong support for his aggressive style 
from not only Woodlawn residents but also 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy and rank-and- 
file officers. 

But buried inside court documents are 
troubling allegations suggesting Evans’ hard- 
charging tactics may have crossed the line 
for years. Several lawsuits alleged he violated 
civil rights and physically abused citizens, in 
the process costing the city tens of thousands 
of dollars in settlements. And alleged victims 
filed at least nine excessive-force complaints 
against Evans between 2001 and 2008, though 
none resulted in disciplinary action against 
him, newly released police records show 

Now Evans, a 28 -year department veteran, 
faces the most serious allegation of all— felo- 
ny charges that last year he tackled a man in 
an abandoned house, shoved his service weap- 
on down his throat, held a Taser to his groin 
and threatened to kill him if he didn’t tell him 
where he hid a gun. 

The conduct is especially disturbing be- 
cause of Evans’ leadership role as one of 
22 police district commanders and the power 
he has to affect the culture of the department. 

“I think that’s highly problematic,” said 
David Klinger, associate professor of crimi- 
nology at the University of Missouri at 
St. Louis. “We expect more of our leaders, not 
less. And we certainly don’t expect our leaders 
to be engaged in ... illegal conduct. Not just 
illegal conduct, but abusing someone physi- 
cally ... If it’s true, it’s unacceptable.” 

Colleagues described Evans as a leader who 
doesn’t fit the traditional mold of a district 
commander, a post that brings intense pres- 
sure to reduce violence, particularly in the 
city’s most dangerous neighborhoods like 
where he worked the past two years. Sev- 
eral said he spends considerable time on the 
street, joining in foot chases and responding 
to shootings and traffic stops. Sometimes he 


has been known to catch only a few hours of 
sleep in his office before starting all over again. 

“He’s all about doing the job,” one high- 
ranking colleague said. “The guy would show 
up when he’d wake up in the morning and 
work for 20 hours. Lather. Rinse. Repeat.” 

Eor residents ofWoodlawn, his attention to 
street crime stood out and, they believe, got 
results. The violence was so entrenched that 
many welcomed his aggressiveness. 

“His tactics on the street brought our mur- 


ders down,” resident Corey Howard said. “To 
me, Cmdr. Evans brought some type of peace.” 

Some described Evans’ tactics as from a 
more bygone era of policing. 

“He comes from an era of aggressive police 
officers,” said Ernest Brown, Chicago’s for- 
mer chief of patrol who commanded Evans 
in the defunct public housing unit and now 
heads suburban Darien’s department. “Glenn 
comes from an era where leaders lead from 
the front. Older police officers tend to be 


THE ALLEGED INCIDENT 

In bond court Thursday, prosecutors said 
Glenn Evans, then commander of the Grand 
Crossing District, was on patrol on the 
afternoon of Jan 30, 2013, in the 500 block 
of East 71st Street when he exited his 
unmarked squad car and approached what 
he believed was an armed man. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Lauren Freeman said. 

The 22-year-old man ran to an abandoned 
building in 7100 block of South Eberhart 
Avenue.

The following month, Evans’ gun 
was swabbed for DNA. Last April, delayed by 
a backlog, the Illinois State police’s crime lab 
found that the DNA conclusively matched 
the victim’s profile. Freeman said. 


more aggressive.” 

In bond court Thursday Evans was released 
on his own recognizance on charges of aggra- 
vated battery and official misconduct. Evans, 
52, was allowed to leave the Leighton Crimi- 
nal Court Building through a rarely used exit, 
bypassing a waiting throng of cameramen and 
reporters by the main doorway A sheriff’s 
spokeswoman said a lieutenant who assisted 
Evans faces disciplinary action for violating 
department policy 

Evans faces anything from probation to five 
years in prison if convicted. He has been as- 
signed desk duty at police headquarters pend- 
ing the outcome of the allegations. 

Laura Morask, Evans’ attorney told Judge 
Laura Sullivan that Evans would vigorously 
contest the charges. She said the DNA evi- 
dence gathered by prosecutors was “far from 
being a smoking gun.” 

“Those results will confirm and corrobo- 
rate what my client says happened,” she said. 

Morask said later that Evans has made 
more than 1,500 arrests and received 
200 awards over his career. After his success 
in reducing shootings in the Grand Crossing 
District, McCarthy moved him to the Harri- 
son District on the West Side. 

“He is one of the hardest working com- 
manders that I have ever seen,” said Morask, 
a former longtime Cook County prosecutor. 

Yet recently released police records show 
Evans was one of 662 officers who racked up 
the most complaints between 2001 and 2006 
while he was at least a sergeant.

III. Millennials confident 
about financial literacy

Millennials in Illinois are more confident 
about their financial literacy than i8- to 
34-year-olds in the rest of the country— but 
they’re also hanging on to some dangerous 
myths about credit, according to a new study 
from BMO Harris Bank. 

The report examined attitudes and habits 
concerning credit scores, the numerical rat- 
ings calculated by credit bureaus as a way to 
measure borrowers’ financial responsibility 

First, the good news. About eight in 10 Il- 
linois Millennials say they know how to man- 
age their money in order to improve their 
credit scores, compared with just 72 percent 
on the national level. More than half of Mil- 
lennials in the state report checking their 
credit score every year. When asked to iden- 
tify a good credit score, Millennials nation- 
wide said it should be 625; Illinois Millennials 
had higher standards, saying on average that a 


good score would be 654. 

“Our survey shows that most feel they are 
knowledgeable about credit, although their 
idea of a good score is slightly below what it 
should be,” stated Julie Curran, Chicago-area 
regional president at BMO Harris, in a news 
release. Curran said BMO considers a good 
credit score to be “in the 680-720 range.” 

However, Illinois Millennials— more than 
other age groups in the state — said they think 
checking a credit score would impact that 
score negatively: Nearly 40 percent believed 
that misconception, compared with 29 per- 
cent of respondents aged 35-54 and 17 percent 
of those 55 or older. 

Younger Illinoisans also were slightly more 
likely than other age groups in the state to be- 
lieve that paying cash for everything will im- 
prove a credit score or that a bad credit score 
will stay with a person indefinitely

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Perfecto! A Mexican grill party made easy 


F or one wonderful summer afternoon, forget your minimal- 
ist aesthetic, your hip neutrals and — most definitely — your 
diet. This party is all about the vivid colors, vibrant flavors and 
free-spirited fun of a Mexican fiesta. 


The focal point of the day is the food. 
And for some fabuloso recipes, we 
sought out Pati Jinich, star of the popular 
PBS cooking show "Pati's Mexican Table" 
and author of "Pati's Mexican Table: The 
Secrets of Real Mexican Home Cooking". 

Here are two of her grill party favorites 
with instructions for finishing either on 
an outdoor grill or in the kitchen. 

Honey-chipotle Ribs 

Costillitas con Chipotle y Miel 

Serves 4 

1 cup ketchup 
2/3 cup honey 

3 chipotle chilies in adobo sauce (from a 
can), seeded and minced, or to taste, plus 
1/4 cup adobo sauce 
10 garlic cloves, minced or pressed 

2 tablespoons olive oil 


1/4 cup Dijon mustard 
1/4 cup apple cider vinegar 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
1/4 cup Maggi sauce or soy sauce 

2 tablespoons dried oregano, preferably 
Mexican 

1 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 

3 pounds baby back ribs or spareribs 

In a medium bowl, combine the ketchup, 
honey, chipotle chilies, adobo sauce, gar- 
lic, olive oil, mustard, vinegar, Worcester- 
shire, Maggi sauce, oregano and pepper. 
Mix well. 

Line a large roasting pan with parchment 
paper or aluminum foil. Pour some sauce 
into the bottom of the pan, then add the 
ribs and pour the remaining sauce on 
top. Cover tightly with foil and marinate 
for at least 30 minutes or up to 24 hours; 
if marinating for more than 30 minutes. 


refrigerate the ribs. 

Preheat the oven to 350°F. 

Roast the ribs, covered, for 1-1/2 hours. 

Remove the pan from the oven and care- 
fully remove the aluminum foil, taking 
care not to get burned by the steam. 
Spoon the thickened sauce from the 
bottom of the pan on top of the ribs and 
roast, uncovered, for 30 minutes more or 
until they are beautifully browned and 
sticky. Remove from the oven and let rest 
for 10 minutes. 

Alternatively, after you remove the foil, 
you can finish off the ribs on the grill at 
medium heat for about 1 5 minutes. 

Slice the ribs into 2- to 3-bone pieces 
and serve. 

Crazy Street Corn 

Elotes Callejeros 

Serves 6 

6 ears corn, husked and rinsed 
1 tablespoon vegetable oil, if grilling 
Softened unsalted butter 
Mayonnaise 

1 cup thoroughly crumbled queso fresco. 


Cotija, farmer cheese or mild feta 
Kosher or coarse sea salt 
Dried ground chili, such as piquin, or a 
Mexican mix 
3 limes, halved 

To grill the corn, prepare a medium fire 
in an outdoor grill or heat a grill pan 
over medium heat. Lightly brush the corn 
with the oil. Add the corn to the grill or 
pan and cook, turning every 3 minutes, 
until tender and slightly charred, 9 to 12 
minutes. Alternatively, you can cook the 
corn in a big pot of boiling water until 
tender, 4 to 8 minutes, depending on the 
freshness of the corn. Remove the corn 
from the heat, or drain it, and pile on a 
platter, along with corn holders or thick 
wooden skewers. 

Serve with the garnishes so everyone can 
fix their corn the way they want. The 
traditional way is to spread on a layer of 
butter, then a layer of mayonnaise. Next, 
thoroughly cover the corn with the crum- 
bled cheese, either by rolling the corn on 
a plate of the cheese or sprinkling it on. 
Finish with a shower of salt and ground 
chili, then a squeeze or two of lime juice.

CHICAGO’S CO-ED POLE-DANCE 
SCENE IS JUST HEATING UP

When Joel Burns mounts a pole to striptease 
for a bachelorette part)^ he’ll exit the stage 
15 minutes later with $1,400. 

It’s mad mone}^ but the 25-year-old 
Bronzeville resident— who by day works 
as a banker, bartender, model and security 
guard— is ready to share his art with all Chica- 
go dudes, even if they’re not looking to bring 
sexy back onstage. Burns claims to be the 
city’s first male pole-dance instructor, making 
his Sept. 4 debut with a series of co-ed pole 
dance workshops at Good Gyrrl Studio in 
Bridgeport. 

“I thought it would be so negative by me 
being a male doing pole. I kept that like my 
little secret,” Burns said. “I didn’t want to hear 
the judgment, stereotypes and criticisms of us 
until it was like, ‘OK, this is a talent, it makes 
me unique. I’m gonna 
share.’ Mainly it keeps me 
in shape— it tightens up 
your arms, your core and 
it’s actually a good fitness 
for you, so you don’t have 
to go to the gym.” 

Burns is part of an 
emerging movement of 
male pole dancers, both 
locally and nationally Of 
Chicago’s ii pole studios, 
four offer co-ed classes 
to a handful of men over- 
all: Good Gyrrl Studio, 

The Brass Ring, Stiletto 
Dance Studios and Chicago Academy of Pole 
and Dance, which opens next week. Two oth- 
er studios. Corporate Pole and S Factor, said 
they would offer co-ed classes if more men ex- 
pressed interest, and Corporate Pole is look- 
ing for a male instructor. 


The stereotypically feminine gyrations fuse 
two ancient, male-dominated dance forms — 
Chinese pole and Mallakhamb, or Indian 
Pole— with circus-based exotic dance from 
traveling fairs during the Great Depression. 
Strippers’ poles didn’t appear in gentlemen’s 
clubs until the 1980s, and pole fitness went 
mainstream in L.A. and New Tbrk within 
the past decade. Pole dancing slowly made its 
way to Chicago, where more studios started 
opening in the past five 
years. 

Chicago is a baby to 
the industry, and it’s 
just beginning to make 
room for men on the 
pole, Chicago Acad- 
emy of Pole and Dance 
owner Italia Cordaro, 
35, of the West Loop 
said. Men come to the 
pole from various fit- 
ness backgrounds like 
cheerleading, gymnas- 
tics, aerial silks and ac- 
robatic arts. 

“Training a man is more different than 
training a woman— our bodies, the way we 
move and the way we’re structured is very dif- 
ferent,” Cordaro said. “What a lot of studios 
haven’t realized yet either is that there can be 
couples movements with pole dancing. It’s 
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something that studios have yet to scratch the 
surface with.” 

Often, men who want to pole dance have 
trouble finding a co-ed studio. James Haas, 
a Vaudezilla boylesque performer who goes 
by the stage name Willy LaQueue, learned 
to pole dance when he joined the Illini Pole 
Fitness student group at the University of Il- 
linois at Urbana- Champaign in 2012. 

When the 23-year-old Edgewater resident 
moved to Chicago last year, he searched re- 
lentlessly for a studio, but found nothing until 
The Brass Ring opened in December. Haas 
says some local studios require prior notice 
before class, so instructors can tell female stu- 
dents a man will be there. 

“It’s a lot of people’s first concern that I’m 
not there to check out boobs or something,” 
Haas said. “Guys have to be respectful of 
women’s comfort. It’s really important that 
women have a place that they can go to be 
sexy and judgment-free, and be fit and active 
without having to be stared at by men.” 

Haas said “slut shaming” comes with sexu- 
alized performances like pole and burlesque: 
“As a male performer I’ve noticed that for 
me there’s not only that judgment or stigma 
around sexy performances, but also people 
have to kind of grapple with the fact that I’m 
doing feminine things. There are some hints 
of homophobia there too.” 

The city’s pole boys exist, but they’re often 
disconnected from each other or unaware of 
co-ed offerings. Haas said it’s hard for male 
pole dancers to find each other because the 
only place to meet other dancers is in pole 
classes. 

Ryan Castillo, a fitness instructor, said he 
hasn’t found co-ed classes in Chicago and 
plans to check out Cordaro’s new studio in 
September. 

“I don’t necessarily want a male space,” said 
Castillo, a 33-year-old Logan Square resident. 
“I want a space. It’d be great if there was a 
place where men and women could come to- 
gether and just have a place to express them- 
selves artistically and that would be that.”

I t was a crush on a girl that led Anthony 
Abbonato to Illini Pole Fitness last year, 
where anyone could learn a new move 
for $i at one of the campus group’s open 
pole dance classes. By the end of the class, 
he’d spent nearly $15. 

Today, Abbonato is the college group’s 
only male pole dance instructor (and dating 
another girl— she’s not a pole dancer). In the 
studio, you might spot him in short black 
shorts emblazed with the silver-lettered 
words “Pole Star” on the back. 

OK, hold up: a college pole dancing club 
that stands out in the typical sea of language 
groups, honor societies and sororitastic 
bake sales? Genius. Miranda Dashut was a 
University of Illinois at Urbana- Champaign 
student when she mounted two poles in her 
living room and started IPF two years ago. 

Founded to promote pole dance and aerial 
arts as a sport, the group since has grown to 
nearly 100 active members, about 15 percent 
of whom are men, said IPF director Cassie 
Palmer, a 30 -year-old educational psychol- 
ogy Ph.D. student. Palmer also directs Pole 
51 in Champaign, where IPF holds classes. 

“I really enjoy feeling like my body can do 
really amazing things because I was always 
the scrawny guy throughout high school. 


who just ran really fast but there wasn’t 
much to me,” Abbonato, a 21-year-old senior 
kinesiology major, said. “I always had this 
difficulty in college with guys wanting to get 
big. I tried working out and nothing really 
helped until I found pole. That helped me 
a lot with some of the issues I was dealing 
with, and I really feel more comfortable in 
my own skin.” 

Both Abbonato and Palmer said although 
the gay stereotype exists for male pole danc- 
ers, IPF is a mix of gay and straight men. 
They say the university is mostly accept- 
ing of the campus group. “I’ve had students 
mention they’ll get heckled, but for the most 
part it’s very well received,” Palmer said. 
“We’re close enough to Chicago with all the 
aerial stuff there that I think people under- 
stand it.” 

Abbonato said a lot of U. of I. guys falsely 
assume he joined IPF to watch the girls. In 
the studio, though, he says IPF breaks down 
traditional gender roles. 

“I see guys show a lot more femininity in 
class than they would out with guys,” Ab- 
bonato said. “When I walk in I’m very femi- 
nine. It’s like seeing a new me because I feel 
comfortable showing that side of me.”

SIZING UP SOHO HOUSE’S 
OPEN-TO-THE-PUBLIC SPOTS 

In the wake of Chicago gaining its first Soho House— the West Loop outpost of 
the hotel and private club for creatives founded in London in 1995— earlier this 
month, interested locals seem to be falling into three camps. There’s A) the early 
adopters who were invited to join and are giving their pals the hard sell to follow 
suit, B) the scenesters who are coveting it as the coolest new place in town and 
C) those who think paying $1,000 or more a year (see sidebar) just to hang out 
in one building is ludicrous. Regardless of which you fall into, anyone— member 
or not— can explore the open-to-the-public first floor, which includes a polished 
pizzeria, speedy chicken joint, lounge and spa. Read on for our review of Pizza East 
and turn the page for our first impressions of The Allis and Chicken Shop, lisaarnett

There are a lot of pizzas in Chicago, but few 
them are served in swank hotels that offer 
members-only boxing rings and film-screening 
rooms. But that’s exactly what you get with 
the fourth location of Pizza East restaurant 
(the other three locations are in the United 
Kingdom) in the new Soho House hotel. 
While you have to be a member or a Soho 
House guest to hit the second-floor gym or 
watch a fancy French flick in the fourth-floor 
screening room, in theory anyone can eat at 
Pizza East located on the first-floor mez- 
zanine. I say “in theory” because on a recent 
weekend, I couldn’t find a reservation before 
lo p.m. But scarcity produces yearning, so I 
persisted and snagged a 9 p.m. res that popped 
up on opentable.com at the last minute. 

The crust: Wood-fired and featuring a puffy 
edge dotted with bits of carbon and a crispy, 
golden center, this is one of the better 
Neapolitan-style crusts in Chicago right now. 
When I asked chef Kyle Boyce his secret, 
he said, “Everything we do is made with a 
little bit of love.” Sure it is, chef As it turns 
out, the secret is an Italian wheat flour that 
Boyce found through a Chicago supplier 
that resulted in a better, crispier crust than 
the German wheat flour used at Pizza East’s 
other locations. He liked it so much, in fact, 
that he’s rejiggering the recipe in the U.K. 
to use this new flour, too. As in the U.K., the 
Chicago dough undergoes a two-day rise; the 


long fermentation allows more bubbles to 
form in the dough, resulting in a satisfying 
chewy and airy interior. 

The toppings: The basic margherita pie ($13) 
features a sprinkle of tomato and a handful 
of basil leaves on a bed of molten buffalo’s 
milk mozzarella. Often, the mozzarella on 
a margherita stays confined to dense, jiggly 
circles that don’t distribute to the rest 
of the pizza, but the hot ovens at 
Pizza East ensure that the creamy 
cheese oozes like lava over i 

the whole pie. The Portobello I 
pizza ($ 13) was covered in inky " 

black roasted mushrooms and 
finished with a shower of oregano 
and gooey, funky taleggio cheese. 

The pie of my dreams turned out to 
be a white pizza with veal meatballs, crispy 
prosciutto and a cream-based sauce baked 
into the crust ($16). The meatballs were so 
moist and tender and light that I joked with 
my friends that they likely were held together 
by the tears of an Italian grandmother; Boyce 
said grinding the meat fresh in-house is the 
key to the moistness and texture. 

The sauce: A bright, well-seasoned blend of 
crushed tomatoes added a bit of acidic pop, 
but didn’t overwhelm any of the excellent 
ingredients. The cream on the veal pizza was 
light, with a touch of salt and pepper that 
complimented the spice in the meatballs.

The service: My friend was happy to see 
“gluten-free options available” stated on the 
menu, but unfortunately our server couldn’t 
name any To her credit, she brought one 
of the cooks to our table, but even he was 
noncommittal. Likewise, when we asked the 
server to recommend some meat options for 
a charcuterie board, she wasn’t able to explain 
the difference between any of the six types 
of salumi on the menu. That’s pretty 
sad for a restaurant with breathtak- 
ing displays of prosciutto and 
other cured meats hanging over 
the bar. (“I think we have about 
twenty five thousand [dollars] in 
meat hanging there,” Boyce said.) 
The night ended on a weird note 
when the credit card machine was 
down and our server left us hanging out 
in the meanwhile. Luckily it was only for 10 
minutes, but my tablemates and I joked that 
we might have to wash dishes since we didn’t 
have cash on us to settle the bill. 

The wine: Wine with pizza is a no-brainer, 
this wine list makes ordering it more confus- 
ing than necessary The first section features 
by-the-glass and 17-ounce carafe selections 
that state a grape varietal and region, but not 
the wine producer or vintage. The second 
section has full bottles with the name of the 
wine producer, but no vintage years. The two 
sections aren’t separated from one another 
very well, so my tablemates and I made the 



mistake of ordering a carafe of the house 
chianti ($45), thinking it was a full bottle. 
When the waitress brought the tiny carafe 
(17 ounces, or about two-thirds the size of a 
typical full 750-millilter bottle), we thought 
she’d brought the wrong size until we realized 
our mistake. And while not everyone’s a wine 
expert, many diners do want to know the 
vintage or the producer of the wine they’re 
drinking. Though not providing those details 
allows a restaurant to switch vintages (and 
perhaps make a larger margin on their wine 
selections, if you ask me), they do so at the 
expense of customer service. If there had 
been a producer or vintage listed, I might 
have had a better shot avoiding the bitter, 
acidic juice passed off as chianti. 

The scene: With its industrial red seats, pipe 
railing fixtures and warehouse-style pendant 
lamps. Pizza East feels a bit like a dimly lit 
Chipotle. Another waU lined with cans of 
tomatoes and bags of flour adds a touch of 
a Potbelly vibe. Although, there’s a touch 
more glam over both those places found in 
the flickering wood-fired ovens or the white 
subway tiles that line the kitchen. 

The bottom line: The table and wine service 
need some work, but Pizza East is already 
turning out some of the better Neapolitan- 
style pizza in Chicago.

The concept: My server at Soho House’s 
diner-style, no-reservations restaurant 
Chicken Shop set the stage perfectly as soon 
as I sat down: “We serve chicken and not a 
whole lot else,” he said. Chicken Shop chef 
Devon Boyce moved here from London to 
run Chicago’s version of the restaurant (his 
brother, Kyle, did the same for Pizza East) 
and he promises a full chicken dinner at your 
table within five minutes or so of ordering. 

The chicken: With Chicago’s fried chicken 
obsession still going strong, it was a welcome 
change to dig into tender, soft-skinned 
rotisserie-roasted chicken. Before hitting 
your plate, whole chickens are marinated 
in a paprika-heavy spice mix, steamed and 
marinated again before taking a spin on the 
hickory-fired rotisserie behind the counter. 
Free-range birds from Indiana’s Pine 
Manor Farms were selected for “a 
combination of the meat hold- 
ing up during the progression 
(of preparation] and just the 
actual flavor of the meat itself,” 

Boyce said. Whether you order 
a quarter ($ 8), half ($14) or whole ^ 
chicken ($22), it’ll arrive chopped 
into manageable sections with a bowl on 
the side to discard the bones; the prepara- 
tion makes it easy to share, but watch out

for smaller bits of bone. If it’s fried chicken 
you crave, come for weekend brunch, when 
you can order fried chicken and waffles ($14), 
made from a boneless chicken breast and 
thigh atop a waffle with egg gravy, a white 
sauce with chopped hard boiled-eggs. 

The sides: Once my friend and I decided 
to split a half chicken, we surveyed the five 
side dishes ($5-$ 6) to build our own spread. 
The mac ’n’ cheese was created just for the 
Chicago location and is made with four 
Italian cheeses: taleggio, parmigiano-reg- 
giano, scamorza and fior di latte. It’s a drier, 
casserole-style mac rather than the gooey 
saucy kind, so order it (or don’t) depending 
on your school of thought. Crispy, fresh- 
from-the-fryer crinkle-cut fries arrive steam- 
ing hot with housemade mayo for dipping. 
There’s also a light, tangy coleslaw and grilled 
corn on the cob— at its best this time 
of year— and a simple butter lettuce 
and avocado salad with mustard 
vinaigrette to add some much- 
needed green to your plate. All the 
sides were fairly satisfying in the 
moment, but nothing I’ve given a 
^ second thought to since. 


The sweets: They’re under the header “pud- 
dings,” but that’s just British for dessert; 
none of the three options ($6) are actually 


pudding, but they’re all meant for sharing. 
Super-cinnamony apple pie is dished gener- 
ously out of the pan at your table, while the 
ultra-rich chocolate brownie could have used 
the ice cream or whipped cream promised 
on the menu. The lemon meringue pie is a 
highly Instagrammable showstopper with a 
cloud of marshmallow topping that’s nearly 
five times as tall as the lemon custard base. 

The drinks: One column of food options and 
three columns of drinks means deciding what 
to imbibe will take a little more time. If you 
go for wine, you can choose from red, white 
or rose in three sizes— by the glass, small jug 
(500 milliliters) or large jug (750 milliliters, 
the equivalent of a standard bottle)— and 
three price levels: house, decent and good 
($7-$35, $9-$45 and $ii-$55, respectively). It’s 
a cute way to order wine, but probably more 
complicated than intended. In the cocktail 
department, you can’t go wrong with Bour- 
bon & Lemonade (exactly what it sounds 
like, plus thyme and honey) or the Ginger 
Brew, a gingery rye-spiked cooler (both $12). 
It’s a huge bummer that the Chicago beers 
are missing their brewery names on the 
menu; luckily, most locals know that Dog 
Days is from Two Brothers and that Anti-He- 
ro IPA is a Revolution creation, but Moody 
Tongue’s Crushed Green Coriander witbier 
isn’t well-known enough to be recognized 



without the brewery name. Whether it’s 
carelessness or ignorance, it doesn’t earn any 
local cred in my book. 


The bottom line: Decent but forgettable. 
Chicken Shop is the kind of restaurant that 
was fun to try but I can’t say for certain when 
or if I’ll be back. If you’re looking for a quick 
sit-down meal near Randolph Street or just 
an excuse to check out Soho House, it’s a 
relatively affordable, no-reservations way to 
do just that.

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Inside the Soho House’s lounge. The Allis

Whether you’re waiting with bated breath 
for your Soho House membership applica- 
tion to be considered or are just curious what 
all the fuss is about, perhaps the best way to 
get a peek is to stop in its open-to-the-public 
lounge, The Allis. 

It’s essentially the Soho House’s lobby 
though you won’t hear anyone there calling 
it that, said executive chef Andrea Cavaliere, 
who oversees culinary operations at Soho 
House’s Chicago location. “We hate that 
word because ... lobby to us sounds very cor- 
porate.” he said. “It’s a space where people 
check in, check out ... hotel guests, members 
and then people that walk in through it to 
Chicken Shop and Pizza East.” 

Whatever you call it. The Allis is one of 
the prettiest hotel foyers I’ve ever seen, with 
velvet sofas, crystal chandeliers, super-high 
ceilings and a weathered wooden floor with 
planks laid in a chevron pattern that drew my 
eye from one end to the other. Clusters of 
tables and chairs— some tufted leather, some 
upholstered in stripes— give off that mis- 


matched, not-trying-too-hard look of laid- 
back elegance that takes a lot of design savvy 
to pull off During the daytime, everything 
is bathed in light from the massive windows 
that look out onto Green Street. 

There’s a pristine white marble-topped 
bar stocked with rows of wine and spirits, but 
The Allis’ location in the front of the build- 
ing— when the kitchens are in the back— was 
problematic when it came to serving food. 
“The question is, what kind of food can we of- 
fer, and from where, because there’s not really 
a kitchen there,” Cavaliere said. The result is a 
chef’s table next to the bar that, depending on 
the time of day displays different snacks that 
can be assembled to-order by a chef In the 
morning, it’s pastries and fruit alongside more 
hearty breakfasts such as boiled eggs with avo- 
cado, sourdough bread and smoked salmon. 
Come afternoon tea time, it’s scones and bowls 
of jam and clotted cream, while a nighttime 
small plates menu features a few of Europe’s 
favorite drinking snacks— think Scotch eggs, 
castelvetrano olives and marcona almonds. 

Based on the number of laptop-toters and 


folks talking business over coffee that I spot- 
ted on a recent afternoon, it’s already become 
a popular coffee shop alternative for working 
remotely Sidewalk seating on either side of 
the entrance provides a nice vantage point 
to spy on who is heading to RM Champagne 
Salon, Green Street Smoked Meats and 
High-Eive Ramen through the alley across 


the street. Though the six-drink cocktail list 
is nothing envelope-pushing— it covers your 
classic cocktail bases with a daiquiri, negroni, 
old fashioned and La Louisiane, a cross 
between a manhattan and a sazerac— I could 
see The Allis as a novel place to park it for a 
while and watch who’s coming and going.

because of the bishop’s discomfort with 
his newly married employee (even though 
George has worked there for more than a 
decade and everyone knew he was gay). Ben 
and George sell their apartment. With no 
better/more affordable options in the city 
while they look for their next residence, Ben 
sleeps on his great-nephew’s bunk bed and 
annoys his niece (MarisaTomei) with con- 
stant chatter while George stays with friends 
(including Cheyenne Jackson), gay cops who 
favor somewhat louder nights than George 
would prefer. 

Conflict remains at a certain distance 
through “Love is Strange,” which director/ 
co-writer Ira Sachs delivers with delicate, 
judgment-free sympathy Perhaps New 
Yorkers will get more out of the pair’s hous- 
ing issue— to a Chicagoan, the problem of 
newlyweds being forced to live separately 


isn’t treated with enough urgency How this 
impacts their state of mind is woven into 
certain scenes but never quite developed. 
The same goes for Joey (Charlie Tahan), Ben’s 
perturbed great-nephew who may have sto- 
len books with his one and only friend. Sachs 
seems to want this subplot to reinforce the 
challenges that come with harboring secrets, 
but it doesn’t really fit. 

AU the acting is effortless, though, with 


even small characters portrayed very clearly 
There is feeling throughout the movie, how- 
ever muted. Even if there are aspects that 
could be more fully explored— including the 
fallout of George’s firing and another detail 
of Joey’s personal life— there are several 
insightful moments to compensate, like Lith- 
gow’s face as Ben realizes he has nowhere to 
go in the home where he’s living but clearly 
intruding.

Anyone who raises 
an eyebrow at Kanye 
West performing 
shows in a mask 
may elevate their 
entire face at the title 
character of “Frank.” 

Played by Michael 

Fassbender, he spends all of his time wearing 
a giant, fake head that looks like something 
out of a comic book. He wears the head when 
he sleeps and when he eats. In the shower, he 
protects the head with a plastic bag. 

Frank leads a strange band with an 
unpronounceable name (Soronprfbs). At 
times, they possess the quirks of someone 
doing a mildly grating job of ripping off Wes 
Anderson. At others, the group seems like 
an indictment of the music-industry hype 
machine, in which something bizarre catches 
on at least temporarily, whether the music’s 
good or not. Look up “Jason Feathers” for 
real-life evidence. 

And Soronprfbs’ members have plenty 
of signifiers: Longtime Frank admirer Don 


nil Frank

(Scoot McNairy of consecutive Best Picture 
winners ‘Argo” and “12 Years a Slave”) says, “I 
used to [bleep] mannequins. It’s a condition.” 
Clara (Maggie Gyllenhaal) is never in a good 
mood. (Sample quote: “Stay away from my 
[bleeping] theremin.”) One member speaks 
only French; another barely speaks. Then 
there’s minimally talented Jon (Domhnall 
Gleeson of ‘About Time”), who joins the 
band after the previous keyboardist tries to 
drown himself 

Most of the movie finds Soronprfbs 
attempting to make an album in a remote 
location in a fashion pretty much opposite 
to Bon Iver. Soronprfbs is disorganized and 
absurd, giving Jon lots to document for social 
media and the buzz it creates. These scenes 
ping-pong between amusing— Frank asks 
Jon, “Would it help if I said my facial expres- 
sions out loud?”— and tiresome. The latter 
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particularly is the case when co-writer Jon 
Ronson, who in the late ’80s actually did play 
keyboards with a fake-head-wearing musician 
called Frank Sidebottom, seems to play men- 
tal illness for laughs. It’s debatable whether 
the characters are in on the joke, and to what 
degree it is one. 

“Frank” sort of asks where musical genius 
comes from, and it effectively refutes notions 


that pain or illness are desirable for a creative 
type to reach the next level. Its plot kinda 
resembles a hipster version of “The Rocker,” 
multiplied by the Brian Jonestown Massacre’s 
weird behavior in the fantastic 2004 music 
doc “Dig!” That movie’s fascinating and has 
a point. Neither can really be said about 
“Frank,” but that doesn’t mean it won’t draw 
you into its oddities.

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R&B and reality TV are 
in tune with each other

When K. Michelle released “Rebellious 
Soul” last year, it was the highest charting 
debut for a female R&B singer since 2011. 
Largely unknown, she didn’t even have a song 
in the Top 40. 

But the Memphis, Tenn., native (born Kim- 
berly Michelle Pate) had a powerful promo- 
tion tool on her side: reality television. 

While unscripted TV has long made stars 
out of oddball personalities, it’s also helped 
reinvigorate the careers of fallen stars — see 
Flavor Flay Ray J and Kim Kardashian. 
Now, a slew of shows anchored by rising and 
veteran singers such as “Love & Hip Hop” 
and “R&B Divas” has become the genre’s 
new normal. 

“I really didn’t have anything to lose,” the 
30 -year-old K. Michelle said, who is part of 
the cast of VHi’s “Love & Hip Hop.” “I had 
just gotten out of a record deal ... and it made 
me think, ‘Wow, I don’t have a brand.’ I want- 
ed people to hear my music, but I wanted to 
tell my story” 

Since Michelle’s role in the “Love & Hip 
Hop” franchise began, she has headlined 
a sold-out tour, won new artist honors at 
the Soul Train Awards and NAACP Image 
Awards and scored a spinoff series that will air 
in the fall. 

“I took it very seriously I went in it saying 
this is not going to overshadow everything 
about my music,” Michelle said. ‘A lot of ne- 
gotiating went into my story line. [I told pro- 


ducers] I’m not doing this scene unless you 
give me this scene with my music.” 

A protege of Missy Elliott in the late ’90s, 
Cynthia “Lil Mo” Loving bluntly explains the 
ongoing marriage between R&B singers and 
reality TV: “There are other ways to break 
yourself, but it takes too long.” 

Loving is featured on TV One’s hit “R&B 
Divas: Los Angeles.” The show premiered last 
year and is a spinoff of the Atlanta-based orig- 
inal. Last month, the premiere of its second 
season outperformed the 2014 ESPY Awards 
in the ratings. 

“I’ve written a book, I’ve recorded an al- 
bum, I’ve done a movie, I have a detox pro- 
gram, I have a hair line,” Loving said. “For ev- 
erything that the music industry didn’t afford 
you, being on TV is a whole different oppor- 
tunity and platform.” 

Michelle’s reality show will launch in the 
fall on VHi, and the network also will debut 
“Love & Hip Hop: Hollywood” in September. 
A third entry in the “R&B Divas” franchise is 
being evaluated, and Keyshia Cole is timing 
her coming album with her third reality series 
(her first, “The Way It Is,” was once the most- 
watched program in BET’s history after its 
2006 debut). 

“I feel sorry for my peers on labels that are 
new without reality shows,” Michelle said. 
“Nowadays, these kids don’t care that you 
can sing. They want to see that personality 
I definitely used that to my advantage, and 
it worked.”
